Is Majeſty's late Injunctions are the Subject of the hoes Diſ⸗ 
coſe: How wiſe they are in themſelves, ana how ſuitable 

to the Exigencies of the Church, is viſible to any one, who is 

never ſo little acquainted with the Diſputes of the preſent Age. 

The Socinians by oppoſing the Belief of the Holy Trinity, and the Divi- 
nity of Je ſus c. having brought Religion into Danger, there appear d 
Writers of all ſorts to defend the Grand and Common Concern of Chriftia- 
nity, But ws being Men of different Education, Studies, and Inclina. 
tions, manag'd the Sacred Controverſie in a different way from one ano- 
ther. Someexcellently vers d in Eccleſiaſtical Learning, and great Aſſer- 
tors, as well 4s Judges of Tradition, fuck firmly to the Deciſions of 
the Sacred Connrils, and the Determinations of the Fathers: Some adaicted 


to the Speculations of the Schools, follow'd a more abſtruſe and metaphyſical 
Method : Others us'd to a Philoſophical way of 2 would bring our 
Myſteries within the wſnal and receiv d Principles of reaſoning. But al 
this was not done with the ſame Abilities and Succeſs, Some made th 
Fudgment of the Catholick Church before, and after the great Council of 
Nice, 20 peu with a vaſt Clearneſs and Evidence: Some did ſhew to 


the learned World, how Grapes may be gatherd of Thorns; and the 
manner of ſpeaking of the Schools become vat only plain, bur alſo florid, and 
eloquent : Others thought that God bad _ — * the Image of bis 
incomprehenſible Operations : Unhappy in this, that they gave to Si- 
militudes the Name of Demonſtrations, and jaftly anger d the preſem, by 
' ridiculing the Terms u dby the Ancient Church. EE. 
This hurt inited well deſgw unf all hands yet met not with all theSucceſs 
which might beave been hop'd = I in ſſum i the Socinians, and made 
them not ſo much to weigh ehe Truth it ſelf, as of pon to find ſome De- 
felt in every ont of theſe ways. The firſt being moſt Matter of Fact, was 
very hard to be vppos d; and whoſoever reuds ſeriouſly the Anſwer to rhe 
learned Doctor Bull, and it in any degree acquaintell with Antiquity, muſt 
reeds wiſh for more Exattneſs and Candor in the Author of that Writing, 
The ſecond they haue pr y amrifomderſtood, owning Dr. South as exatt 
and as cloſe 4 Writer as ever was, to ſpeak the Sente of the Church, but 
willing to miſtake that Sence, and confounding it with Sabellianiſm, which 
the Church ever did, and does now deteſt. Te third baving given them 
great Advantages, they have crowded ene Print upon the neck of another, 
and the Authority of the Divine Oracles laid afide, Philoſophy becomes the 
Jug of Religion; and Ariſtotle or Des Cartes impeach Chriſt and his 

Apoſt les. 
But this ts not all : Several learned Men amongſt us could not bear with 
theſe 
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theſe new Notions, or think their Silence juſtifiable to God and his Church 
in this Matter: They expreft themſelves warmly againſt thoſe Uncatbolick, 
Terms and Explications, but were anſwer'd again with Heat and Cla- 
mour ;, and a War began of a ſtrange and unaccountable Nature; alt 
Parties agreeing in the ſame Deſign io maintain our Holy Myſteries, and 
yer divided in the way of purſuing it. 

The Inj unctions obviated all this, by giving a check to a ſmarm of So- 
cinian Prints, which with great Induſtry were diſperſt over the King dom; 
and obliging Divines not only to treat theſe Sacred Matters calmly, but alſo 
to aſe no other Expreſſions in their Explications, but what the Churches of 
God have us d themſelves to: A wiſe and a truly Chriſtian Expedient to 
preſerve the Peace and Unity of the Church For of all the Societies which 
=_ up the Catholick Church, none ever pretended to ſay any new thing 
in this Matter; but as they receiv'd the Faith, ſo they deliver d it to : 
And to any rational Man, it is a mighty Argument againff Socinianiſm, 
that thoſe very Churches whiah have, and do differ amongſt themſelves in 
ſo many other Points, never differ d in this; and that the great Variety of 
Super — never in the leaſt affected the Foundation. 

I hope that this bas in @ very great meaſure laid the Heats raid amongſt 
11: But it has not ſilenc d the Socinlans; tho indeed it appears to me by 
their lateſt Prints ſince the publiſhing of the Injunitions, that they 
write more out of « deſire to have it ſaid, that they have left no Book, un- 
anſwer d, than really to ſatisfie themſelves and others concerning thoſe ſub- 
ftantial Arguments, which have been offer d to them. This is the moſt cha. 
ritable Conſtruftion which I can make of the Anfwers to Mr. Edwards, 
the Lords Biſhops of Sarum and Chicheſter , and the incomparable Vindi- 
cation of the Lord Biſhop of Worceſter. But I think the Anſwer to my 
Book to be a ſingular Inſtance of this. A Friend of mine,who is a Gentleman 
of that Perſwaſion, had often told me that there was one coming, and I 
expected it with ſome Impatience, deſirous to ſee what they had to ſay to 
ſome plain Arguments, which I thought of great force, and how they would 
— fo many Places out of their own Books, which they own'd I had 
cited with a great deal of Truth and Fuſtice. At laſt my Friend ſhews 
me their lareft Colleftion of Anſwers, amongſt which there it one to the 
four Letters of M. H. de L. I hope it will not be talen amiſs if I maks 
ſome Remarks upon it. 

1. I is very diverting to ſee a Writing call d an Anſwer to the four 
Letters ; and not ſo 4s 4 Page, or Line, or Tittle of the four Letters 
touch d. I confeſs that this is an eaſie way of anſwering, and that at this 
rate any Book pom Earth may be anſwer d. Any Body may have the Plea- 
ſure to be an Author. But I am not altogether ſatisfied, that this is con- 
ffeent with that reputation of A Eloquence which theſe Gentle- 
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men have ſo juſtly acquir'd. One or two more ſuch Anſwers, will, J am 
afraid, fink, or at le: ft endawger a part of it. 

2. They give a rare reaſon for not meddling with the four Letters, | 
know not, ſays the Author, p. 47. whether we are concern'd in them, 
till I know more certainly in what Sence he holds a Trinity of Di- 
vine Perſons, and the Divinity and Satisfaction of our Saviour? J beg 
leave of theſe Gentlemen to aſſert, that they know as well as I do my ſelf, 
what is my ſence in thoſe Matters, Obſcurity is none of the many defect 
which the four Letters may be charg d with: But they were not willing to 
intengle themſelves in the diſcuſſion of ſo many Citations, or to make good 
the weak. je of their Writings, which they were ſenſible could not be main- 
ta d. have found of late a ſhorter Cut; and that is, the famous 
diſtin tion of Real and Nominal Trinitarians: They feal away with this 
cn all occaſions, and ſtill maintain a running Fight : It is their laſt refuge; 
and had it not been for the rare contrivance, there had been before this an 
end of the Socinian Controverſie, To anſwer a ſolid Argument, is a hard, 
and generally an unfortunate Task: But if they can but bring you right or 
wrong within the Yerge of the fatal Diſtinttion, then they have always a large 
Field for Diſcourſe : They act in this Lkg ingenious, but whether altogether 
like conſcientious Men, I am not willing to determine? | 

3. They are ſo full of that beloved Sifinfion, and ſo fond of meeting 
with any thing that looks likg it, that in what they call an Anſwer to the 

Four Letters, they have done to themſelves andto me a real Injury. To 
themſelves by a fiat contradiction in the ſpace of four Pages; and to me, 

charging me with that which I never ſaid or thought : They make me 

ay that the Divine Perſons are Three Infinite Spirits, Pag. 43. He ſays 
Three Infinite Spirits each of them a God, are all of them but One 
God: I averr that there is nothing in the Four Letters which directiy, 
or indireitly looks likg that : It is not the Language of Scripture, nor that 
of the Catbolick, Church: It never was, and J hope ſhall never be mine. 
But this they have contradifted, Pag. 47. by deſiring io know, in what 
Sence I hold a Trinity of Divine Perſons. One would be apt to ſay 
that this betrays a great deal of Incogitancy. 

4. The Four Letters then are far ſound and ſafe; but the Preface is 
engaz'd, and I muſt endeavour to bring it off. Two things in it are excepted 
againſt :; The one, that I ſaid, That the Conſent of the whole Chriſtian 
World muſt be a ſtrong Inducement to a modeſt Socinian to miſtruſt all 
his Arguments, and that to oppoſe all that is great and good in the 
Church of God in a Point of Faith, which Word the Author of the Anſwer 
B. u overlook'd, is too much for the moſt preſuming Diſputanr.. He ſys 
to this, p. 40. that the caſe is this; one fide has Argument, the other 
has Authority and Number: And that in a Claſh between 3 
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and Number, the whole World, and all that is great in it, when weigh'd a- 
gainſt but one Argument, is as if you had put nothing at all into the Scale. 

1 ſay that he abſolutely miſtakes the Caſe. We maintain that the Church has 
Reaſon,as well as Authority and Number; and that on this very Account a modeſt 
Socinian muſt loſe much of hit Confidence. By all that is great and god, I mean 
the Sacred Councils, the Holy and Learned Fathers, and the different Societies of 
Chriſtians all the World over, who have been baptix d in the Name of that Ble f- 
ſed Trinity, and look upon Jeſus Chziff 4s the Author and Finiſher of their 
Faith. In « Point of Faith, and much leſs in the Foundation, God will not ſuffer 
the Catholick Church to err, Had ] ſaid that it had been a Reaſon toa modeſt So- 
cinian to miſtruſt all his Arguments, I had ſaid nothing but what is exattly true: 
I confeſs I was too modeſt my ſelf in calling it only an lnducement. 

5- T he other Exception is againſt an Aſſertion, which I thought no Divine in 
the World would have diſputed; That Faith and Reafon are two different things; 
and, conſequently, that that which is the Object of Faith, cannot be the Object of 
Reaſon, He calls. ahi, p. 41. a very raſh Propoſition. He ſays ſome lines be- 
fore, That the Apoſtle teaches, Heb. 11. 1. not only that the Object 
of Faith and Reaſon is the ſame ; but that there cannot be Faith without Rea- 
ſon 3, and that Faith is the Product of Reaſon. This Author ſhould have conſi- 
der d, before he call d the Propoſition raſh, that it is the Sence of all the Ancient 
and Modern Divines; and that tho ſometimes Faith and Reaſon are converſant a- 
bout the ſame Object; as for inſtance, in the Exiſtence and Unity of God, which 
5 conſiders as well as Faith; yet for all that, their Object is different, and even 
in this very caſe, Rea ſon aſſents to it, as it is naturally known, and Faith, as it is ſu- 
pernaturally reveal d. The place of the Apoſtle ſhould not have been mention d at all. 
For what is the TegypudTov tAty yes & CAemopdrar, The Evidence of things 
not ſeen,; but 4 Revelation of thoſe things which Reaſon cannot reach, or penetrate; 
and on this very account are ſaid to be unſeen, and is that Ny Ye, that De- 
monſtrat ion, which riſng from an higher Prineiple, is different from, and has 4 
greater Certainty than Reaſon, | 

Bur what this Author ſays, That there can be no Faith without Reaſon, and 
that Faith is the Product of Reaſon, ſhews pleinly the misfortune of writing An- 
ſwers in haſte. ' If by the firſt of theſe Propoſitions he means that Faith is always 
rational, and that Reaſon never wants ſtrong Inducements to believe which the Schools 
in their rugged Language call Motives of Cr:dibility, J ſay fo too. But if he 
means, that we cannot believe, except we have a clear Notion of what is propos d to 
our Belief, I ſay. that it is againſt the Nature of Faith, which offers things above 
Reaſon,and eæpecta the ſubmiſſion of our Judgment: to the Aut hority of the Revelation. 

The ſecond Propoſition that Faith is the Produtt of Reafon, is capable of a tole- 
rable Sence, if by it is meant no more, than that Reaſon is an introdult on to Faith: 
But if by it is meant, that it is the Cauſe of Faith, I muſt beg this Author's leave 
10 ſay, that it is plain pelagianiſm. | _ 

| 6. This 
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6. This Gentleman ais me ſeveral Queſtions, wherein I muſt take the liberty 
to rell him that I am not at all concern d, and conſequently not oblig d to anſwer. 
He argues very ſmartly againſt Three Infinite Minds, Spirits, or Subſtances ; 
tho, at the ſame time, I doubt be makes his Adverſaries to ſay more than really 
they do. I leave him and them to diſpute it; yet one of them [think is a Queſtion 
by no means to beoffer'd, and takes d much „7 the reſpect due to the Sacred Wri. 
kings, p.42. This therefore, ſays be, is the firſt Queſtion that I deſire Mr. L. 
to reſolve : Will he believe a Doctrine that ſeems to imply manifeſt and 
inconteſtable Contradictions, if ſuch Doctrine or Propoſition were indeed 
found in Scripture ?

But 1 well go farther with this Gentleman; and tho I leve and honour Reaſon . 
much as any Man in the World, yet I wilt affirm, that if it were poſſible that in any 
undoubted Scripture there ſhould be in clear and expreſs Terms a Propoſition or Do- 
ctrine which ſcems to imply a 2 and inconteſtabie Contradiftion, I ought not 
to reject it, or make 7 Reaſon the Fudge of God's Fs But my Duty «

7. 1 know that this Gentleman will take this very ill; and will ſay again, as be 
has atready, p. 41. ther | calumniate Reaſon, the Light ſet up in us by God 
himſelf, Bur 4 ige is not given u, to impeach and reproach our Maher; and 
rejett what he a to helic us, or cell it a manifeſt and inconteſtable 
Contradiction, becauſe it is above iss week Perceptions : Thee Light ought to aft 
in its due meaſure amd proportion; if it goes fartber, it is 4 Rebellion and an At. 
tempt againſt the Majefty and Power of God, He calunmiates Reaſon; who' does 
detract from 1 and Energy in thoſe. ou whereix it ought to be! Fudge. 
It is an Affrom to Reaſon te bebrought below it ſelf ; But be alſo calumniates Rea- 
ſon, who exalts it more than it deſerves; as be noleſs malicionfly injures a Man, 
who commends in him Qualities which he has not, than be who — and denies

voi d to know himſelf ? I have often wonder'd at the pains which ſome Men fave 
taken to com ince theOppoſers of the Doctrine of Original Sin. The ſhorteſt and taſieſt 
Method was to ſend them tothemſelvet, to find there the fatal conſequences of the firſt 
Tranſgreſſion. 1 appeal to my ingenious Adver ſary, whoths certainly a great Maſter 
of Reaſon, yet pos ſecond Thoughts will agree with me that the Reaſon of the beſt 
Men is very Narrow and Corrupt ,Whence do proceed ſo many Miſtakes and Errors, 
Miſapprehenſions and Inadvertencies, but from that very Principle? Is not this 
the Spring of fo many hot and tedious Diſputes? And what Reaſon but this can 
be given of ſo many Books and Opinions which have divided ind? 
Inthis the Excellency of Faith appears, and for this we ought to praiſe its Author, 
the Holy Jeſus, that it has rectify d and improv'd Reaſon not only by making it 
more knowing, but alſo more humble, more ſmcere, and more Fo to. to God. 
Iam ſire that this is the Method of arguing of the Primitive Fathers in that

fon chiefly and ultimately, A: far «s Reaſon is ſabſervient to find the Trmth 
and Certainty of the Revelation, I confeſs that I muſt argue from Reaſon ; and 
the Chiefly and ultimately 5s capable of a good Sence; becauſe the belief of our 
Myſteries is at left reſolv'd imo this moſt rational Propoſition, That I muſt be- 
leve what God has reveaPd; and that to find that it is ſoin the ſacred and un- 
dubred Scriptures, is certainly the Work, of Reaſon. But if he means that, the 
Authority of God's Word laid aſide, we muſt bring thoſe Myſteries to the Scrutiny 
of Reaſon z, and inſtead of Divine, uſe only Humane and Philoſophical Diſcepta- 
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tions, I ſay that it is 4 new, an unreaſonable, and an unchriſtian Aſſertion. 

It is new : For this very Author is too much converſant with Antiquity, not to 
krow, that in the long Conteſts between the Orthodox, and the Artians, Neſto- 
rians, &c. the Scripture was appeal'd to on both ſides * They never thought of 
pretended Impoſſibilities, manifeſt and inconteſtible Contradictions. The 
Certainty of the Revelation, was the only proof aim'd at ; That the Scripture plain. 
ly taug he it, was affirm'd by the Church; That ut was not, was maintain'd by 
Hereticks., Indeed Tradition had a ſhare in the Diſpute : For no Scripture being 
of private Interpretation, the Sence of th: Primitive Doctors was Hrittly inquir d 
After ; but all ſtill was reſolv d into the Teſtimony of God in the Sacred Writings, 
Yet theſe Times had their Orators, their Philoſophers, their Criticks; and it i. 
ſtrange, that none of them could perceive, that one, and one, and one, are not one 
but three ; and that this manifeſt and inconteſtable Contradiction ſhould only 
be a diſcovery of the Socinians in this Age. . 

It is alſo unjuſt and unreaſonable : For the manner of treating a Di ſpute, muſt 

have ſome proportion with the thing in Diſpute. Phyſical Eæferiments are not 
ſearch'd imo with Metaphyſical Speculations; nor meraphyſical Speculations clear'd 
by Phyſical Experiments. Criticiſms are unſerviceable in Geometry, and an ex. 
cellent Geometrician may be a lamgntable Critick. Tet we have to deal with a ſort of 
Aen, who will have Reaſon to decide of Matters above Reaſon ; will malt Faith 
and Reaſon, knowing and believing to ve the ſame thing; and. under pretence of 
Reaſoning, will rob God of his Power over us, and us of the Reward of our Obe. 
dience to — CS 4 5 Num a 
Ilie is unchriſtian. If you deſign to diſpute with a Philoſopher, then go an 
ranſack Athens and e = with . your, Reaſon as ſplendidly, and — 
as you can : But for me, whocan ſay with. Pacianus, Chriſtian is my Name, 
and Catholick is my Surname, I can, I will bear nothing but out of the Sacred 
Scriptures : Whatſoever you intend to teach me of God, muſt be fetch'd from 
thence, ] never built the hopes of my. Salvation upon Ariſtotle, or Des Cartes : 
Their Writings are good in their kind; but 10 form Religion, they are thoſe Ci- 
ſterns ſpoken of by the Prophet, broken Ciſterns that can hold no Water. Is 
a Word, there we are to fix; and we cannot avoid diſputing eternally, if this is 
not made the Touch Mone of all our Arguments. When we have indulg d our Rea. 
ſon to the utmoſt degree, it will prove an egregious Cheat to us, and we ſhall at 
laſt be oblig d to return whence we came, and ſay as St. Auſtin, Epiſt. ad Voluf. 
Dandum Deo aliquid poſſe, quod fateamur nos inveſtigare non poſle. 
We muſt agree that God can do thoſe things, be capable of thoſe Operations 
and Communications, which we mult be forc'd to acknowledge to be above 
all our Enquiries. |
